Meet the Barcelonan designer who is 
chan^ng the face of homegrown label Bonia. 


How did you get started in fashion? 

Pepe Torres After completing university, 
I decided to travel to the U.S., and in 
San Francisco I met Celia Tejada, a 
fashion designer who gave me the first 
opportunity in the fashion business. 

How did you, as a designer based in 
Barceiona, find out about Bonia? 

PT During a trip to Singapore. I was 
very impressed with Bonia Equality, the 
craftsmanship and the look. After that, 

I met Bonia Eexecutive director Daniel 
Chiang, coincidentally during a casual 
lunch in Paris, and found out more. 

How wouid you mouid the Bonia brand? 

PT Step by step, I would like to 
develop new product lines that keep 
with the Bonia heritage, but with a 
contemporary touch. In the future, I 
would like our customers to see Bonia 
in a totally different light. 

What must you have with you when 
you're designing? 

PT I love to have books around me, and 
my favourite subjects are architecture, 
art and cinema. I also love listening to 
jazz when IQ designing. 

What's your design process iike? 

PT I always start with a new theme. 


I get inspired by my travels, visiting 
museums, exhibitions, fashion fairs and 
magazines. With all this information, 

I develop a new concept, something 
that will be linked with our present 
environment and become part of the 
Bonia DNA. It is like a puzzle □ I have 
many pieces and I have to put them in 
the right position. 

What is your favourite part of the 
design process? 

PT Probably the research of a concept 
that will be the inspiration for all the 
new collections. I like starting from 
zero, then building it little -by-little into 
a complete concept. 

What was your inspiration for Bonia's Faii/ 
Winter 2015 coiiection? 

PT For this collection I was inspired by 
two different schools of architectural 
designs: Bauhaus architecture, with its 
rationalism, simple but perfect lines 
and basic colours, and Modernism 
with its soft lines, romantic shapes and 
colours. I have in Barcelona the best 
examples of both schools □ the German 
Pavilion designed by Ludwig Mies van 
der Rohe, and La Pedrera created by 
Antoni Gaudi. E L L E

For Fendi's first - 
and possibiy oniy 
- haute fourrure 
collection, Karl 
Lagerfeld sent 
out a flurry of 
decadent yet 
modern coats, 
some Game of 
F/irones-inspired, 
in furs such as 
astrakhan, mink, 
sable, fox, Persian 
lamb and lynx. 


A flurry of decadent, strikingly 
modern fur coats marked 
Fendilsldebut at couture 
fashion week in Paris in 
July □ the first in the house Islgo-year 
history □ and capped Karl Lagerfeld 0 
50th year as creative director. 

As the final look, a long cape of 
metallised sable, mink, fox and feathers 
with [Joint lance tlmbroidery on the 
back exited the runway, applause broke 
out at the ThlUHre des Champs- DysSs 
on Avenue Montaigne in Paris. The 
show was attended by over 700 guests 
including LVMH CEO Bernard Arnault, 
his daughter Delphine, executive VP 
of Louis Vuitton, and his son Antoine, 
chief executive of Berluti. The theatre 
was where the world premiere of Igor 
StravinskySKite of Spring was staged 
in 1913, and where dancer Josephine 
Baker took to the stage for her 
infamous Danse Sauvage, wearing only 
a feather skirt in 1925. 

Feathers, along elaborate 
embroidery and appliques, elevated 
furs such as ashtrakan, mink, sable, fox, 
Persian lamb and lynx in 37 theatrical 
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looks. There was more than a touch of 
Game of Thrones in the coats, stoles 
and capes that were anchored by skinny 
pants, sleek boots and matchy-not- 
matchy bags, mostly clutches. And 
several looks seemed tailor-made for 
actress Tilda Swinton, especially a 
pink and peach coat with fur-feathered 
raglan sleeves, and the dress version 
in white and cream underneath a 
dramatic intarsia coat.

UNDER THE SILVER MOON 

Karl Lagerfeld, who joined Fendi 
in 1965, has been credited with 
revolutionising fur from a fusty 
wardrobe item into a fashion statement 
when he launched the house 0first 
ready-to-wear collection in 1977. 

[When the Fendi sisters asked me 
to work with them, I said, Ebu know 
I don Dike the bourgeois mink, but 
if you do a fantasy line called Fendi 
FunE [Because that was the idea at the 
beginning. The double-F was Fendi 
Fun, dagerfeld told WWD. nrhatll] 
how it started and two years later I did 
everything and the double-F became 
the logo of the house. □ 

With Fendi 0 /iaufe/ourrure debut, 
Lagerfeld has elevated fur from fun 
to flat-out fabulous, which is the 
point of couture: Working with the 
best materials available, elevating 
both craftsmanship and design, to 
fashion one-of-a-kind creations. With 
the [Silver MoonQollection, Fendi 0 
approach to skins and furs was taken 
to a new level by treating it not just 
as a material, but as a canvas for 
new techniques such as gheronatura 
(let-out) and inlays. In fact, half the 
time, the furs were not identifiably 
fur at all. Instead, textures, sheen, 
embellishments and cuts dominated. 
There were voluminous hooded floor- 
length furs, mini-dresses in fur shaved 
into zig-zag patterns and interlaid 
with clear vinyl, a fur ballgown with 
a leather bustier. For the first time.

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SKIMO FUR, FALL/ 
WINTER 1970-1971 
It was the first time Fendi would have a show in 
Florence. We had 16 models. We decided to print 
this Eskimo pattern on foal fur. The clothes were 
in foal fur and there were lots of accessories: 
Bags, shoes and large floppy hats. When I look 
at it now, I think how very slick it was. 


ROOF TILE AND 
MAPPAMONDO FURS, 
FALL/WINTER 1978-1979 
We had to really go for it, exaggerate the 
volumes and be aggressive. The fur coats were 
like armour for women of that time.... instead 


of metal, we made it in fur. 



YELLOW MONGOLIA 
FUR, FALL/WINTER 
1988-1989 

The yellow Mongolia fur was on enormous 
flecked coats, long-haired furs with inlay details, 
as if they were ermine stoles. They weren't 
necessarily white, they could be yellow or black. 


INSANE FUR, FALL/ 
WINTER 1993-1994 
Insane fur could seem very simple, 
but there's a lot of work involved. On 
the top part, the vertical bands of 
fur were inter-linked with the bands 
going across. The others were left to 
float down in all different lengths. It 
wasn't just one fur but five, six, seven 
or eight different types of fur, giving a 
multi-coloured effect. 

CHOCOLATE CANDY FUR, 
FALL/WINTER 1999-2000 
It featured a unigue way of lacquering the underside of 
the coat. It was reversible and the metallic effect was 
obtained by heat set of techno-nylon on the leather side. 



FLOATING DRESS, FALL/ 
WINTER 2005-2006 
This dress was half destroyed and half 
structured. The embroidery was made 
unusual and innovative fabrics. 


WILD FUR, FALL/WINTER 
2010-2011 
This piece is made with furs used as if they were... 
stuck together at random. It was fun to mix it with 
wilder-looking furs, so that it didn't look too bourgeois. 


BLACK LONG 
FUR AND CADY 
DRESS, FALL/ 
WINTER 2013- 
2014 

I like dresses which are decorated 
with fur. This was one of them, but 
afterwards we put a belt on it.

desert landscape. The estate is 
now up for sale at a cool US$25 
million ($35.6 million). 

Arriving at this massive 
home seemed almost ominous. 
Models took to the wide balcony 
with Bbs technicolour makeup 
by Pat McGrath, posing and

glaring down at the gathering of 
guests.

But so much brighter 
than the star power was the 
magnificent set in which the 
Cruise 2016 collection was 


showcased in its full glory. 
GhesquiQe chose the courtyard 
which overlooks the Coachella 
Valley, bordered by the San 
Bernardino mountains. The 
scene was set with wood and 
Perspex crates set up in a 
spiral-like formation for models 
to wind their way through the 
guests. Mirrored and glass 
surfaces both hid and exposed 
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the speaker system, modernist 
style, to reflect the rawness of 
the house and the collection.

Fabrizio Buonamassa Stigliani, Bulgari 
Watches Design senior director, 
reveals the work and thoughts behind 
the creation of Lucea. 

What was the inspiration? 

Fabrizio Buonamassa Stigiiani Lucea 
owes its name and its design to the 
sundial, [lu/n'c/i] was the timepiece of 
ancient Egypt. Light was the essential 
element for the sundial to function. 

What makes the watch stand out? 

FBS The unusual geometry of 
its bracelet, a trapezoidal shape 
reminiscent of the Serpenti collection, 
is the cornerstone of Bulgari style. 

Teii us about the design process. 

FBS We started with the idea of 
creating a jewel to be worn on the 
wrist. We wanted a timepiece 
containing the brand Islcodes; a 
product with lasting style, a strong 




design, yet also a product of simplicity, 
sans decoration, offering great versatility. 
How was the bracelet designed? 

FBS Lucea [^distinctive Scaled Cbracelet 
echoes the snake scales of the iconic 
Serpenti collection. It is a flexible object 
that is comfortable to wear. [But unlike^ 
the Serpenti collections, there is no 
spring inside. The bracelet is simply 
linked; so it perfectly follows the shape 
of the wrist with no rigidity. 

The crown is the other highlight... 

FBS It reflects the motifs of Bulgari 
high jewellery, with a diamond at the 
centre of the hard stone. I cannot deny 
the difficulty of this feat: It took us six 
months &ork. The stone must be 
pierced and fixed to a metal base, to 
hold it in place and block it. We had 
to find a stone hard enough to be 
drilled into without breaking. We chose 
corundum with a specific cut, as we 
often do in jewellery, into which we 
nestled a bezel-set diamond.

fast. You question yourself, you 
have doubts: Am I capable of 
playing the roles I Hi now being 
offered? But then you quickly 


understand that the work is the 
thing thatElgot to last. And the 
rest □ the media, my image □ I 
treat like a game; a game where 
I simply remain true to myself. 
Did you have moments of doubt? 

AE Obviously, after such a 
change you go through moments 
of doubt, as in all professions I 
suppose. But challenging oneself 
has to be constructive. And I am 
always trying to use my doubt 
in a positive way as it is present 
come what may. 
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How were you chosen by Sean 
Penn for The Last Face"! How did 
you react? 

AE I honestly couldn't believe it! 
He's such a great actor, director 
and as a human being, he's 
incredibly poetic, touching and 
extremely funny too! 

How did the fiiming for The 
Last Face go in South Africa 
with Chariize Theron and Javier 
Bardem? And, of course, being 
directed by Sean Penn? 

AE Being in this film, in Cape 
Town, surrounded by actors 
who have inspired me in so 
many films, was like being in 
a daydream. I observed and I 
tried to learn as much as I could. 
There was much to enjoy, but I'll 
admit that it was intimidating 
at times too. Working with 
Americans is very different: 
Everything is organised and 
precise, which leaves lots of 
freedom during takes. Sean 
is the kind of director who 
encourages lots of freedom. He 
works closely with his actors and 
is at their disposal, in the same 
way we are to our characters and 
their history. 

How did your collaboration with 
Louis Vuitton start?

Dreams - messages from our subconscious or just random 
brain activity? Tan Wei Lin finds out. 
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was once plagued by a 
recurring nightmare, in which 
I suddenly lost all my teeth. 
For no reason at all, they 
would simultaneously come 
loose, leaving me with bare 
gums, a handful of molars, 
and in desperate search of a 
dentist. Crazy as it sounds (as 
most dreams tend to be), it was 
terrifyingly vivid. It freaked 
me out more than any other 
nightmare ever did, because 
somehow it felt much more 
real than say, being chased by 
a ghost/killer/wild animal or 
falling from the twentieth storey 
of a building. 

Month after month, 1 01 face 
the same nightmares at least 
once a week, until one day they 
magically stopped, as though 
someone had flipped a switch. 

I did not at first think much 
of it, expecting them to return 
eventually. But on hindsight, 

I realised they were stress 
dreams linked to the job that 
I held then, because they had 
completely ceased once 1 01 left 
the company. 

Itlalstrange that what 
happens in our daytime lives 
can spill over into our sleep, 
and how amazingly creative 
our brain can be at making up 
dreams. Are dreams a revelation 
of our unconscious mental and 
emotional states? It has long 
been a subject of scientific study 
by psychologists, and just as 


much unscientific conjecturing 
by those outside of that 
community. 

FREUDIAN FEUD 

Differing views on dreams have 
arisen since the early 20 th 
century and have even fuelled 
the most famous falling-out in 
psychology [^history. Sigmund 
Freud and his protCgfl^arl 
Jung both believed that dreams 
provide a window through 
which the unconscious mind can 
be seen, but cannot see eye to 
eye on how they should be read.

FreudlUbelief was 
that dreams are a direct 
representation of our 
repressed desires, but Jung, 
while not entirely refuting 
him, was against the idea of a 
Hream dictionaryDn which 
interpretation is tagged to 
fixed meanings.

more subjectivity, taking into 
account each individual 01ife 
experiences and personality. 

Gisela Guttman, a clinical 
psychologist from Alliance 
Professional Counselling, 
finds more logic in JunglU 
theory: QIQ very sceptical of 
the type of interpretation that 
assumes symbols in dreams 
have a universal meaning. 

Every element of a dream has 
particular meaning for each 
individual and can only be 
interpreted with the support of 
a psychologist. □ 

There are also scientific 
explanations for dreams, and 
Guttman points out that one of 
them could be the Heaning up 
of the brain [slsoftware at night 10 
metaphorically speaking. The 
brain organises your thoughts 
of the day into HbldersCknd 
deletes the rubbish it doesnE 
want to retain. Oddly, most 
of the time, our dreams are 
nowhere related to what wel^ 
encountered in the day. 

Although they may be a 
mysterious business that is 
difficult to explain, Guttman 
sees the value of dreams in 
therapy: CThey can be a 
useful tool, especially the 
intriguing, recurrent ones. 

They are usually either an 
expression of a repressed 
desire in a roundabout manner, 
or an attempt to deal with 
traumatic experiences. □

things that happen while 
we sieep. 


• We only dream during the 
REM period of sleep and can have 

up to seven different dreams a 
night depending on how many REM 
cycles you have. That explains why 
you may not feel well-rested after 
a full eight hours of sleep. 

• Everyone dreams, except 
those who are struggling with 

psychological disorders. 

• Some believe in lucid 
dreaming, in which they can 
supposedly control their dreams. 
It happens when they briefly "gain 
awareness" in the REM stage, in 
the middle of a dream. In this 
situation, they report being 
able to do what they want to in 
it, such as flying. 

• Woke up groggy and unsure if 
you're still dreaming? Try reading 
something. Most people are 
incapable of reading or telling 
time from a clock in their dreams. 

• Experts suggest dreaming 
is the brain responding to 
biochemical changes and 

electrical impulses that occur 
during sleep, or a type of 
consciousness that unites the 
past, present and future. Dreaming 
is also said to be the result of 
the brain preparing itself to face 
threats, dangers and challenges.

A curvy, low-slung house in Beverly Hills gets a glamorous makeover 
that updates swinging 1960s style for a new century. 
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ocated in the legendary 
neighborhood known 
as Trousdale Estates, at 

the highest elevation in 

Beverly Hills, this house was 
created in the 1950s when the 
acreage of Jazz Age oil baron 
Edward Doheny was sold off 
and subdivided. Over the years, 
the enclave [presidents have 
included Frank Sinatra, Elvis 
Presley, Jennifer Aniston and 
Ellen DeGeneres. 

The houses in the 
neighbourhood were designed

architect who worked on the 
house with architect Dennis 
Gibbens. To that end, the

To that end, the footprint of the structure was 
largely kept intact, but the house was pretty much 
rebuilt from the studs into a minimalist two-bedroom 
structure with a 270- degree view of the city

The circular entry drive 0 
monumental curved wall is now 
covered in ribbed limestone and 
features a simple plaster portico.
